The United States said today settle­ 
ment of the Suez crisis depends on 
"insulation” of the waterway from 
international politics. 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles told the United Nations Se­ 
curity Council that unless Egypt 
agrees that the canal must not be 
used as "an instrument of national 
policy” by any country there is 
little hope of a negotiated settle 
ment. 
Dulles again voiced full Amen 
can support for an Anglo-French 
resolution calling for international 
control of the waterway and urg­ 
ing Egypt to deal with the Western 
formed Suez Canal users’ associa­ 
tion while negotiating a settlement 
Dulles, the last speaker in the 
council’s debate 
which included 
six foreign ministers before him, 
called for a Suez settlement “by 
peaceful means . . . in conformity 
with the principles of justice and 
international law."

war. Nor is it the problem of cre­ 
ating a new body of international 
law, or for applying justice where 
the equities are confused. 
"Peace is sought by all, and the 
principles of justice and of inter 
national law are clear. The prob 
lem we face is that of dealing con­ 
currently with peace and justice, 
as is required by our U. N. charter. 
"If our council finds itself im­ 
potent to secure a settlement by 
peaceful means in accordance with 
the principles of justice and inter­ 
national law, then our failure could 
be a calamity of immense propor­ 
tions.” 
Dulles said the canal was Egyp­ 
tian only in the sense that it passes 
through what is now Egypt. 
“ But the canal is not, and never 
has been, an internal affair of 
Egypt with which Egypt could do 
what it wanted,” he said. “ It has 
always been, from the very day 
of its opening, an international 
waterway dedicated to the free 
passage of the vessels of all na­ 
tions. 
"Its character 
as an interna­ 
tional right-of-way was guaranteed 
for all time by the 1888 conven­ 
tion. Egypt can not rightfully stop 
any vessel or cargo from going 
through the canal. And for those 
who use that right-of-way to com­ 
bine to secure the observance of 
their rights is not a violation of 
Egyptian sovereignty, but a clear 
exercise of rights accorded by in­ 
ternational law, namely, the con­ 
vention of 1888 " 


Go Into Secret Session 


Egypt, Dulles said, not only had 
accepted this view in the past but 
had expounded it before the coun­ 
cil in previous debates in 1947 and 
1954. 
“If such a waterway may be 
used as an instrument of national 
policy by any government which 
physically controls it,” Dulles said, 
“then it is bound to be an interna 
tional bone of contention. 
“Then no nation depending on 
the canal can feel secure,” he 
said. “All, but the controlling na 
tion, are condemned to live under 
an economic sword of Damocles.” 
With 
all ll council 
members 
and Egypt having been heard, the 
council planned to go into secret 
session at 4 p. rn. in an effort to 
get down to a more frank discus 
sion of Suez. 
The United States 
especially was counting on the se­ 
cret talks to produce real results. 


Alaska to Elect 
Delegation in 
Statehood Bid 


JUNEAU, Alaska CRI — Alas­ 
kans went to the polls today to 
elect two unofficial U. S. senators 
and one representative to bolster 
the territory’s bid for statehood. 
The plan to send a “congression­ 
al” delegation to Washington to 
thump for statehood is similar to 
a device used by Tennessee just 
prior to its admission as a state. 
It was adopted J>y Alaska’s con­ 
stitutional convention last winter 
and approved by a 3-2 margin at 
the primary election in April. 
Also at stake are seats in the 
territorial Legislature and three 
top territorial offices but it was 
the Alaska-Tennessee plan that was 
the center of campaign interest. 
Former Governor Nominated 
For the six-year Senate term, 
Democrats nominated former Gov. 
Ernest Gruening of Eagle River 
to oppose Republican John Butro- 
vich of Fairbanks. 
Robert Atwood, Anchorage news­ 
paper publisher, is the GOP can­ 
didate for the four-year Senate 
term. He was opposed by William 
Egan, Valdez, a veteran legislator 
and president of the constitutional 
convention. 
For the unofficial “seat” in the 
House of Representatives, Alaskans 
had a choice between Democrat 
Ralph Rivers of Fairbanks and Re­ 
publican Charles Burdick of Ju­ 
neau. 
Political leaders throughout the 
United States also kept an eye on 
the Alaskan voting which has be­ 
come increasingly valid as a “bar­ 
ometer” in reflecting the presiden­ 
tial vote that normally comes sev­ 
eral weeks later.

Mr. Eisenhower picked Pennsyl­ 
vania for today’s nine-hour trip in 
his expanding campaign schedule 
because of the importance of the 
state’s 32 electoral votes and to 
give Duff a helping hand in his 
race for re-election. Duff has tough 
opposition from Joseph S. Clark 
Jr., former Democratic 
mayor 
of Philadelphia. 
This is the fourth time Mr. Ei­ 
senhower has hit the road in

His campaigning is be­ 
ing done in states where the GOP

Calls for System

LIBERTYVILLE, IU. IP-Demo­ 
cratic presidential candidate Adlai 
E. Stevenson has proposed a new 
health plan under which the fed­ 
eral government would guarantee 
blanket health coverage for even 
the penniless. 
Stevenson, in a 4,000-word state­ 
ment Monday night, called for a 
; system of voluntary insurance to 
I assure payment on a basis of need 
of hospitalization and medical ex- 
| penses. 
In outlining his "program for 
the nation’s 
health,” 
Stevenson 
said he was opposed to any system 
: of "socialized medicine." 
"I am equally strongly in favor 
of a program to make compre­ 
hensive private health insurance 
available on a voluntary basis to 
all Americans, so that no Amen 
can will be denied good medical 
care for financial reasons,” he 
said. 
The statement 
was the third 
major outline of policy by Steven­ 
son on a specific subject since the 
start of his presidential campaign. 
Stevenson said more than IOO 
million Americans now have some 
form of health insurance, but only 
3 per cent of the people have com- 


I prehensivc plans for covering doc- 
I tors’ bills, surgery, hospital costs 
and other expenses. 
He added 
that there are "many ways” in 
which this type of insurance could 
be available to all, particularly 
low income famUies. 
"It is clear,” he said, "that some 
form of federal aid will be requir­ 
ed to achieve this goal." 
The former lUinois governor said 
this federal aid could be a re­ 
insurance plan under which the 
federal government would make 
long term loans to labor, coopera­ 
tives and other groups which have 
group health insurance programs. 
He also said the federal govern­ 
ment might make matching grants 
to states to pay some of the costs 
of voluntary health insurance for 
Slow income families and individ­ 
uals. 
Such a program, he said, should 
be based 
on the 
principle that 
"those who can pay their own way 
should, that those who can pay a 
major part should pay that part, 
and that those who can pay little 
or nothing should pay what they 
can and should be assisted with 
the rest." 
Stevenson also called for a fed­ 
eral loan and scholarship program 
to subsidize students who want to 
train for medicine, and he urged 
a continuation and extension of 
the Hill-Burton program of federal 
financing for hospital construction

Plan 4,000 
Mile Per Hour 
Rocket Plane

WASHINGGTON (U.P>—The gov­ 
ernment is planning a rocket-pow- 
! ered research airplane that will fly 
well ov6r 4,000 miles an hour, it i 
was learned exclusively today, 
It may be ready to fly in about 
two years. 
Designated the X15, the spectac­ 
ular .little craft is expected to 
reach altitudes well above 200,000 
feet, or more than 38 miles. 
The airplane is under joint de­ 
velopment by the National Advi- j 
sory Committee for Aeronautics, I 
the Air Force, the Navy, and North J 
American Aviation, Inc., Los An-j 
geles. 
It has been mentioned in I 
congressional testimony, but details j 
have not been announced. 
The X15, if it performs as plan­ 
ned, will carry man at speeds more 
than twice as fast as those achiev- 
ed to date in a research plane and I 
about three times as fast as those 
flown by any warplane known to­ 
day. 
The X15, latest in a string of 
research craft with which the Unit­ 
ed States has explored the myster­ 
ies of high speed and high altitude, 
will exceed the currently fantastic 
records achieved by the X2 rocket 
ship. 
Before it crashed on Sept. 27, 
the X2 had been flown to a re­ 
ported altitude of 126,000 feet, 
about 24 miles, and at a speed of an outside pep meeting, parade, 
1,900 miles per hour. 
The X15 will fly so high that 
normal aircraft controls will be of 
little or no value. Instead of such 
control surfaces, it is expected to 
have small rockets, mounted at the 
wing tips, to control its direction.

Gov'f Reports 
Increase in 
Weekly Earnings 


WASHINGTON (RE) — Average 
hourly pay of factory workers hit 
an all-time high of $2 last month, 
the Labor Department reported to­ 
day. 
It also said that: 
Average weekly earnings of fac­ 
tory workers rose to a record $81. 
The number of job holders on 
non-farm payrolls in September 
reached a record high of 52,100,000 
persons — 135,000 more than the 
previous record last December. In 
this category there was a rise of 
250.000 from August to September, 
with factory employment alone in­ 
creasing by 24,000 to 17,100,000 
workers. 
The Commerce Department re­ 
ported last week that total employ­ 
ment declined last month but set 
a September record of 66,100,000 
persons and that unemployment de­ 
clined to 1,998,000 persons from 
2.195.000 in August 
The Labor Department said that 
despite the record level of non­ 
farm employment, the rise in both 
factor/ and total non - farm jobs 
was smaller than usual for this 
time of year. It said this was main­ 
ly because employment in contract 
construction and automobile man­ 
ufacturing declined more than usu­ 
al for this time of year and retail 
employment rose less than usual 
for the.season. 
Non-farm employment in state 
and local governments, howevef, 
rose to a record level as the fall 
school semester started, the depart­ 
ment said. 


Two Little Girls 
Killed by Truck 
CHICAGO (IB—An inquest was to 
be held today into the tru^Jf deaths 
of two little girls. 
Barbara Swanson, 4, and Fran­ 
ces Breed well, 5, were killed Mon­ 
day by a truck driven by James 
Denos, 60, father of five children. 
Denos was charged with reck­ 
less homicide and negligent hom­ 
icide and was released on $6,025 
bail. He told authorities he never 
saw the girls but stopped his truck 
after noticing a bump and then dis­ 
covered the accident. 
Police said the small girls, who 
had beep playing on a sidewalk 
near their homes, may have run 
into the street and under the truck. 
Police also revealed they have 
been unable to locate any witnesses 
to the accident.

NEW YORK OP — It was out of 
the doghouse and into the hall of 
fame today for towering Don Lar­ 
sen, the first 
man in history to 
pitch a perfect game in the World 
Series. 
None of the baseball imm ortals 
ever had accomplished a classic 
perfect game in which not a bat­ 
ter reached first base. Only three 
men — Ed 
Reulbach 
in 
1906, 
Claude Passeau in 1945 and Bill 
Beveris in 1947 —- had recorded 
one-hitters in the series. 
So it remained for the six-foot, 
four-inch Hoosier, who is regarded 
as a modern Rube 
Waddell, 
to 
perform the impossible with base­ 
ball’s first perfect game 
in 
34 
years and he did it in a breath­ 
taking 2-0 victory over the 
Dod­ 
gers. 
It was even more startling in 
that* the 27-year-old Larsen had 
lasted only one and two-thirds inn­ 
ings when he made a second game 
start against Brooklyn. And in the 
fact that, a noted night time play­ 
er. he performed his feat in the 
bright, crisp sunshine which flood­ 
ed Yankee Stadium. 
Repayment to Stengel 
It was repaym ent to Casey Sten­ 
gel, the grizzled Yankee skipper, 
for his faith in the big mahogany 
m auler. 
Because in July of 1955, with 
the Yankees 
in dire straits 
for 
pitching, Casey overruled pitching 
Coach Jim Turner 
and brought 
Don back from Denver. And just 
last spring, when Larsen climbed 
his car up a Florida pole 
some 
five hours in the dawning after 
curfew, old Casey smoothed things 
over for the big fellow. 
But doghouse Don squared all 
the accounts Monday as he used 
only 97 pitches to face 27 
men 
and send all 27 raging back to the 
dugout. 
It took two big assists. Gil Mc- 
Dougald gave him one in the sec­ 
ond inning when Jackie Robinson 
lashed a drive off Andy 
Carey’s 
glove but Gil took the ricochette 
and threw him out. Then, in the 
fifth, Mickey Mantle made a spec­ 
tacular grab of Gil Hodges’ long 
belt to left center. 
Uses “ No Windup” Windup 
Larsen, with the “ no • windup” 
windup he fashioned only 
a few 
weeks ago to disturb the hitters' 
timing, took it from there as he 
finished off the first perfect 
no- 
hitter 
baseball 
has seen 
since 
Charley Robertson of 
the 
White 
Sox did it on April 30. 1922. 
There have been, counting Lar 
sen’s, only seven perfect games in 
which not a runner reached first 
in the history of baseball. 
The 
first 
two were 
only five 
days 
apart. The last one was recorded 
seven years before Larsen 
was 
born. 
It was a long while coming. But 
then, 
Larsen has 
the tempera 
ment of the ancient masters 
of 
the mound. He is well fit, 
you 
might say, to walk in their hoary 
company.
